CENTRAL BANK 


CHANG FAT-KUEYS REVOLT 
: CAUSES FEAR. — 


MEETING CONVENED 


y Canton, Yesterday 

Owing to the rumours arising out of 
the revott of Chang Fat-kuei affecting 
the confidence of some of the people in 
the stability of the Central Bank, the 
Kwangtung General Chamber of Com- 
merce called a meeting yesterday after- 
uovon of the Six Chambers of Commerce 
and the Native Bankers’ Association. 
Mr. Fan. Ki-mo, the Commissioner ‘of 
Finance, and Mr. Au Kwok-keung, 
assistant manager of the Central Bank, 
attended, Mr. Au declared that the 
Central Bank was ina very sound posi- 
tion and fully able to meet all emer- 
gencies, and he asked the merchants to 
support the Centra] Bank notes. The 
following resolutions mere pasted by 
the Chambers :— 

The Government to collect in advance 
one month's tax and duty of all kinds, 
and either one year or six months’ fort 
dues on all merchandigses, sa as to 
diminish the notes in circulation; 
the Government to redeem the Central 
Bank notes without restriction, and 
open up offices in different sections of 
the city for the redemption of the 
notes: the Government to prohibit the 
speculation in Central Bank notes as 
usual, in order to protect their own in- 
terests; the Government to issue an 
order to all Government departments, 
Maritime Custonis and Post Offices to 
accept payment in Centra] Bank notes 
and strongly prohibit the refusal of 
the said notes.—Canton News Agency. 


COAL STOCKS 


HEAT WAVE AFFECTS MIDLAND 
M _ TRADE 


The extreme heat of the past month 
has reacted on the coal trade in the 
Midland area. Only in isolated cases 
were the pits working more than 
three days per week, as reduced pro- 
duction has been preferred to the ac- 
cumulation of large stocks, for which 
no immediate outlet existed, states 
the August review of Barclays Bank 
Ltd. Merchants have been building 
up Yeserves against autumn require- 
[ments, but coal-owners have shown 
[no disposition to favour unduly this 
class of business so long as the low- 
est summer rates operated and to- 
wards the end of the month they 
were asking-from 6d. to 1s. extra on 
quotations for the best house coal, 
the only qualities for which there was 
any demand.. The diminished output 
of coal kept supplies of slacks and 
industrials generally within reason- 
able bounds and, although consump- 
tion is much ‘lower, owing to the 
smaller needs of the pgblic services 
and for central heating, stocks have 
nat grown to an abnormal extent. 
There is a distinct searcity of furnace 
coke, owing to the enhanced needs 
Several 
additional furnaces were put into com- 
mission during’ the month, resulting 
in a heavy call on the limited produc- 
tion of coke. Frosh contracts can 
only be renewed ata higher rate and 
blastfurnace. owners have _ promptly 
responded with 
price of pig-iron. 

Hours ‘of Work 

The outstanding event in the Bri- 
tish coal trade during the past month 
was the statement of the President 
of the Board of Trade, in the House 
of Commons, on July 23, outlining 
the policy ofthe Government in Te- 
gard to hours of work and other 
factors in the industry. It was. to 
the effect that a measure would be 
introduced in the autumn dealing 
with hours and with the organisa- 
tion of the industry on its commer- 
cial side, It has not been disclosed 
how far it is the intention of the 
Government to alter the provisions 
of the Coal Mines Act of 1926, per- 
mitting an exteasion of one hour per 
shift for a period of five years, but 


“[in regard to the narketing -of coal, 


the President of the Board of Trade 
Government intends 
to take powers to enable it, if neces- 
sary, to compel colliery owners to 
conform to the rules of a district or- 
ganisat‘on inaugurated with the ap- 
proval of owners of collieries produc- 
ing the majority of the output of the 
district, and also to enable it to 
jinitiate a scheme in any district 
which fails to constitute an organisa- 
tion having the approval of the 
majority. In addition, it proposes 
to obtain similar powers to set up 
a éentral co-ordinsting authority, if 
one is. not constituted voluntarily. 
These measures. ate intended to ac- 
celerate the adoption of the changes 
which the industry has been endes- 
vouring’ to introduce during the ‘past 
two years.

9d. to Ys. per ton, In 
the March quarter of the present year, 
the. industry, as a whole, according tv 
the statement issued by the Mines De- 
partment, showed a credit balance of 
915d. per ton, but the trading results 
in the June quarter are known to have 
been far less satisfactory. 

South Wales | 

In the South Wales coalfield, the 
volume of trade during the past month 
has been fairly. well maintained, al- 
though outputs are slowly declining. 

Output for the four weeks ended 
July 13 averaged about 964,000 tons, 
compared with-a weekly average of 
over one milion tons in the four pre- 
ceding full working weeks. 

The course of prices has, on the 
whole, been fairly steady ‘during July. 
Current ingulries for coal have been 
inactive, except for small grades and 
particularly washed and sized descrip- 
tions. Most of. the large steam coals 
have been ruling at the scheduled 
minimum prices, but for Monmouth- 
shire descriptions, the tendency of 
prices hardened in the second half of 
the month, while, with one or two 
minor exceptions, quotations for smali 
coals have been firmly maintained at 
figures above the minimum. 

There have been inquiries for busi- 
ness over next year on the basis of 
the current market prices for large 
coals, and. while the majority of the 
collieries are relu¢tant to enter inte 
future commitments, owing to the un- 
certainty of. the position, it is reported 
thet some contracts have been already 
concluded for 1930 delivery, 

it was announced towards the end 

of July that the Cambrian group of 
collieries; in voluntary Hquidation, had 
been purchased. by Sir D, R. Llewellyn, 
Bart., on behalf of Guest, Keen & 
Nettlefolds Lid, for £74§,000. The 
collieries concerned are those of the 
f Cambrian Collieries Ltd, Glamorgan 
Coal Co., Lid, Naval Colliery Co.

REALITY NEEDED 


“No sentimentality’ is 


word of the younger generation in 
England, and authors are damned 
or accepted as they emerge from 
this touchstone. “ft will be news 
over here, perhaps, that Galsworthy 
is rejected on this count by certain 


circles over there, or Hugh Walpole 


who takes the. pulae of London 
literary life for the New York 
“Herald Tribune’ Book Supplement 
is at fault. “Galsworthy's: present 
sure. one of the oddest ever known 
to an honourable man of letters, for 
while he has a fame that is almost 
divine in Europe and America, he 
is completely and totally rejected 
by all.the ‘younger - intelligentsia 
here in his own country. 

“Behind the intelligentsia and 
the critics, however, may be dis- 
covered the solid body of the men 
and women in the street, who are 
for him without a dissentient 
voice, for him as they are for no 


‘|other English author alive to-day. 


In almost every villa. in England 
‘The Forsyte Saga’ may be seen. It 
is the one universally read novel, 
as no novel has been universally 
read since Stevenson. Its nearest 
vival is ‘Mr. Polly'—and that is a 
very long way off: Let the young 
critics jeer as they please, that 
solid mass of publie opinion is not 
affected. : 

“Now. why |s Galsworthy detest- 
ed {it is not too strong a word) 
by the younger-English generation? 
It is because,he is considered a 
sentimental writer, because . he 
is considered a sentimental writer, 
because he -wears “his heart on 
his sleeve, loves ‘dogs and 
tramps and English lanes, young 
moons and disappointed lovers. He 
is charged with complete unreality. 


Womin’s Sphere. - 

“It is especially the younger and 
More modern intellectual woman 
who abhors Galsworthy.”. 

Women, reports Mr. Walpole, are 
dominant over men in London's 
literary life to-day. In his younger 
days, twenty years ago, “it was six 
of one- and half a dozen of the 
other; now it is Arnold Bennett 
against the world.” Going on: 

“He is in fact the only male 
author of serious literary import- 
ance who lives habitually in Lon- 
don, and he sails .from feast to 
feast, imperturbabie, unterrified, 
interested and amused. For my 
part I feel abashed' and unnerved, 
for I, like. Galsworthy (this is a 
comparison. of emotions, not of in- 
tellect}), am aman of sentiment, 
and these ladies are, without a 
single exception (yes, - Miss 
Clemence Dane is an exception), 
the foes and ‘bitter con- 
querors sentiment. Gne 
of them only recently de- 
clared to. me: ‘Why, no one 
ean possibly read Katherine Mans- 
field—she is so sentimental.” Some 
‘one else said that the portrait of 
M. Charlus in Proust's masterpiece 
was.ruined by sentiment, and some 
one else declared that Aldous Hux- 
fey must look out—she could see 
signs of ‘sentiment breaking in.’ 


The Younger Critics. 

“This is the- reason . why 
Galsworthy, Brett Young, Sheila 
KayeSmith and a number of 
other admirable | writers are 
despised by the younger critiés, 
It is the reason, too, why 
much of the best modern 
fiction and criticism is being just 
now written by women, and why, 
algo, I believe these same excellent 
novels and books of criticism are 
forgotten so speedily. Take,‘ for

VANDALISM AT A BEAUTY

APPLIED SCIENCE 


A great deal of publicity has been 
given in Australia from time to time 
to the Bergius process and other for- 
cign experimental methois of dis- 
tiling oil:from coal, but it is not 
generally known that. British chemi- 
cal and enginecring research has also 
achieved important results in this 
branch of applied science. Reports 
in the British press indicate. that the]

coal. For somé time past aero en- 
gines have been kept running on that 
petro! at Stag Lane Aerodrome, near 
Loridon, according to the aeronautical 
correspondent of “The Times.” | Re- 
cently some flying demonstrations 
were to “have been given in connec. 
tion with the special process of Low- 
Temperature Cuarbonisation, Limited. 
Uniortunately a light southerly wind 
blew all the haze of London over the 
aerodrome, and all that. could-be done 
was to demonstrate that there was

4 SPANNER SENSE " 


USER'S WANT OF 
. JUDGMENT 

Many of the repairs that ‘have 
to be executed on, motor vehicles 
are entirely due to want of judg- 
ment in the use of spanners. There 
is a type of man to be found: in 
most workshops who can be looked 
on as the last man te use any part 
of ‘the equipment, auch as a vice, 
tool-holder, or a lathe, &., owing 
to the extraordinary force with 
‘which he tightens’ anything he 
handles. Anything he has tighten- 
ed up requires a piece of tube with 
which to lengthen the leverage of 
any-ordinary spanner before any 
average man can loosen or undo it. 
Such a man is a nuisance in a work- 
shop, and is the cause of -much 
breakage of bolts, &e. Naturally, 
this applies also to the - owner 
firiver, but in his ease it is largely 

ck of experience rather than an 
exhibition of brute strength. 

In going over cars one has often 
found bolts and studs originally 
serewed 20 threads .to the inch, 
which, after -having been handled 
by heavy-handed men, will show a 
pitch of 18 per inch when measur- 
ed with the screw gange, and in 
some cases, bolts have been over- 
strained through the improper’ use 
of ‘a spanner until their effective 
diameter has heen reduved to’ half 
that of the original area. 

In the case of big-end bolts, and 
those bolts and studs upon which 
the security of the steerjng de- 


pends, the consequences of having |- 


in use a bolt so weakened may be 
very serious. It is here suggested 
that mechanics and drivers should 
try and.acquire some knowledge of 
what pressure should be used while 
tightening up bolts, and avoid the 
use of too long a tommy-bar when 
using-a box spanner. Apart from 
the danger of the heavy-handed 
man, there is the man who will say 
that he has thoroughly tightened 
all nuts, but when examined they 
will all be found to require another 
half-turn before. they can be called 
properly tight. 5 

“Spanner. sense” appears to come 
naturaly to some, whilst others 
m™ ver seem to acquire it. The use 
of the spanner is, at some time or 
other, necessitated - by every car 
owner; except, perhaps, the favour- 
ed few who never drive themselves 


unless accompanied by a chauffeur, | 


and the sense of using it is one that 
should be cultivated by ail. 

In connection with this matter, 
too, is the importance of using the 
correct sized’ spanner for each 
farticular nut. Obviously, the man 


who takes a Qin; adjustable ‘span-| 


ner to serew-upa tin. ‘nut is not 
too highly possessed of “spanner 
sense,” . ‘

AUSTRIAN, TRADE 


‘PROSPECT OF A FURTHER 
DEVELOP MENT LOAN: 


ECONOMIC POSITION 


The following account of Austria’s 
economic position was given by Dr. 
, Joseph. Mittelberger, the Austrian 
Minister,’ In an Interview

publishes reports about the Govern-

Tt is lrue that Austria intends to 
appeal to the internal or foreign loan 

but Tsmost empha- 
stale that there are 

two domains of Austrian finance 
where there is no need what- 
ever for capital’ One is the’ State 
budget, so far as current expenditure’ 
is concerned and the other is the Na- 
tional Bunk of Austria. In, other 
words, Austria- needs no loan capital 
fur the‘maintenance of the budgctary 
equilibrium or currency stability. In 
my opinion, it is mest important to 
. sturt from this “negative” definition 
and to show the truth by a few. figures. 

The Austrian curreicy has been de 
facto stable since Novombér, 1922, and 

s de lege stabilised on January 1, 
1925, Now the backing of the schilling 
-—that is, the average amount of the 
reserve (consisting exclusively of gold, 
sterling and dollar balances)—was 
sume 70 per cent. during the past 
three years ur so. Traffic in foreign 
exchange is freed from any restric- 
tions, 

As to the State budget, [ should 
like to nwntion that the -ai:tonomous 
State Accountancy Court has audited 
thy State aceounts for the first six 
years since the beginning of the re- 
construction (1923-28), It is indicat- 
ed that the combined amounts’ of State 
r ue totalled 5,715.7 million sehill- 

(£165.6 millions), as compared 

current expentiture to the 
unt of 5,199.4. million schillings | 

0.7 millions), 

Thus the result of the current State 
finance for the first six years was 2 
surplus of 516.3 million schillings 
(£14.9 millions), Et was only in the 
fir. year of the reconstruction era

concluded with substantial surpluses 
varying from £2.6 to £3.6 millions a 
year.

She has 
been left as one, of the rump States of 
the former Austro-Hungarian Monar- 
thy, and under the terms of the Treaty 
of Snint Germain Austria is burden- 
ed_with heavy financial obligations,

TWO-VALVE PORTABLE 
¥ RECEWVER™ 
VISIT TO ISLE OF MAN 

A Home writer says:—I have 
lately been having a good deal of 
fun With a 2-valve portable 
ceiver. .Tke set is contained in an 
attacha ease 15 in. x Tin. together 
with the é 
telephones. ‘The original idea was 
to ‘make’ up a2 simple portable set 
capable of giving signals at good 
telophone strength within 20 miles 
of a main station and about 50 from 
5XX without aerial or earth, I took 
advantage of the Whitsuntide holi- 
day to visit the Isle of Manand the 
little set accompanied me. As most 
of my readers ‘know, the Island is 
midway: between Freland 


get some imformation.as to wireless 


conditions in unfavourable tireum- 


stances. : 

Shortly after arrival I opened the 
set intmy bedroom, and just manag- 
ed totune in Manchester, 100 miles 
away, at very weak strength. 
Frankly, it was not-worth listening 
to, so I went out and bought 12 
feet of insulated wire, tied one end 
round the bedstead, the other end 
going to the tap on the hand-basin 
in the corner of the room. Wind- 
ing one turn of this little aerial 
round the outside of the set I was 
able to get Manchester and 5XX at 
food strength, and after dark 
several other stutions such as 
Dublin, Radio-Toulouse, Barcelona 
and Stuttgart came in with good 
volume. Radio-Toulouse was the 
best of foreigners, but Manchester 
and Dublin gave slightly greater 
strength.. 

Previously, in London, I had ex- 
perimented with a pentode in the 
last stage and this was sufficient 
to give loud-speaker signals up to 
within eight miles of the London 
transmitter without an aerial or 
earth. As, however, this arrange- 
ment was not that actually in’ mind, 
when the set was originally design- 
ed the results in the Isle of Man 
were obtained with an ordinary de- 
tector and L.F. valve and 60 volts 
H.T. I hope to carry out a few 
more experiments with the frame 
windings, and if a sufficient num- 
ber of readers are interested ‘in an 
econumical portable . set of . this 
churacter a detailed - description 
will be given in a forthcoming 
issue. 

In France 

As soon as I got back to Town 
an urgent telegram from a sick 
friend called me away to the South 
of France. There was no time. to 
pack a bag or take the little 
portable with me, but, when I did 
eventually reach Marseilles, I took 
the opportunity of making myself 
acquainted with wireless conditions 
in the country. Practically all the 
receivers in the shops were super- 
heterodynes of 69 valves, and the 
ordinary three or four-valve re- 
ceiver 50 popular in this country 
was non-existent. . Another point 
was the total absence of aeriils out- 
side the large towris, and it can 
only be assumed'that the majority 
of French people have not yet been 
converted to broadcasting, or, alter- 
natively, they are using . a frame 
aerial with the super-heterodyne 
receiver. . 

IT went into one or two wireless 
shops, and there was no doubt that 
the sets on sale were beautiful in 
appearance and more attractive to 
the eye than those in this country. 
Very few. had ebonite panels, and 
the fashion seemed to be found in 
a material resembling pearl giving 
a white iridescent effect. The con- 
trols and fittings were highly 
niekel-plated, and in nearly every 
case the cabinet had a large com- 
partment for ibatteries, etc. 
eliminators were very little used, 
the favourite miethod of providing 
high-tension being by means of ac- 
cumulators, Very few dry batteries 
Were to be seen. * eg

I examined many makes of varie 
able. condensers, and, in. general, 
they Were extremely well-fnished 
and of. high precision. So far as 
fixed condensers are concerned, the 
French appear ‘to pin their fiith to 
those of the air dialecttic: type.

INSURANCE 


AMENDED CONDITIONS. IN ° 
+ STAM : 
“FOREIGN COMPANIES 

According to the “Bangkok Times," 
the Act for the contro! of commar- 
tial undertskings affecting _the 
public safety or welfare B.E. 3471 
was promulgated. and came into 
force on October 13 lest year. But 
commercial undertakings such as in- 
surance, banking, savings banks, 
Credit foncier, etc, existing. in the 
Kitgdom at: that date were given a 
year within which to apply for the 
Necessary authorisation. It has been 
duly announced that the control of 
insurance. undertakings had been as- 
dgned ‘to the Ministry of Commerce 
and Communications; and the condi- 
tions to be complied with by ap- 
Wlicants for’ suthorisation to carry 
on this business have now been pub- 
Tshed. 

- Foreign companics applying for 
authority to do business in Siam 
have to : 

(1) file with the Registrar, before 
emmencing assurance - business, th: 
mames and addresses of one or. mor: 
persons, resident in Siam, authorised 
te accept on behalf of the company. 
serviee of process and of any notices 
required to be served~ on the com- 
pany : 

(2)- give evidence that the. com- 
pany is organised under the insur- 
ance law of its country of domicile 
and that it operates with a paid up 
capital equivalent to- not less than 
200,000 Baht. 

(3) file 2 certified copy of its ar. 


‘ticles of incorporation, memorandum 


of association and bye-laws. 

(4) -file a certified copy of the 
last annual statement of the com- 
pu exhibiting -its condition and 
affairs at the end of the year pre- 
ceeding the date of application, 

[From the above we have omitted 
two sections, 4s unimportant. They 
cover publication in newspapers and 
the keeping of separate accounts by 
a company which. transacts mor: 
than’ one kind of assurance business,] 

i Life Assurance 

The conditions to be complied with 
by applicants for authorisation to 
carry on the business of life assur- 
ance in. Siam inelude the follow- 
ing: 

The minimum capital should be at 
least 200,000 Baht, fully paid up. 

The amount to be deposited with 
the Government or with a Siamese 
Legation is determined as follows:— 

(A) A compmy already doing busi- 
ress in Siam has ‘to keep deposited 
a sum equal to one-third cf the 
Premia received by it on acenunt of 
its business in Siam during its last 
financial vear, or 50,000 Baht, whieh- 
ever is the greater. 

(B) A company starting business 
in Siam has to deposit a sum of 
50,000 Baht, and thereafter te- aug- 
ment that. sum by such amount as 
may be necessarv to make it equal 
to one-third of the premia received, 
en account of its business in Siam, 
during its last financial year, 

The forms of deposit and other 
conditions are practically the same 
as for the fire insurance companies.

“RUSSIAN BALLET . 


ARTISTS TO CARRY: ON 
TRADITION. 

What will be the fate of the 
famous Russian Bahet now that M. 
Serge Diaghileff, its life and soul, 
is dead? 

It is not likely to die. The art- 
‘ists who comprise it ate now on 
their holidays in. various’ ‘parts 


Europe, but they*are arranging: 


meeting almost. in 

Paris to discuss / how. they shall 

carry on the Diaghileff ‘tradition. 
Diaghileff: produced .120--ballets, 


the graves week by week, taking a 
slay off and making a picnic of their 
devotion, as, indeed, they are very 
wise in doing, showing ‘hey know 
something of the secret of the old 
saying about death - and death’s 
sting. 

Twe of the most se beautifully kept 
iraves here are those of George H. 
Nubbs, the leader of the islanders 
froin early Pitcairn days till his 
death in 1884, and of his wife. 
Sarah. - Nobbs was.85 when he died, 
after a Hfe of romantic adventure. 
His wife was a grand-daughter of 
who led’ the 
Bounty mutiny. 

The “old” is that portion which 
was used jn the penal settlement 
days of the island's history, and is 
a very depressing place to the 
causal eye. The graves are é sunken, 
the headstones dislodged, and the 
inscriptions almost indecipherable. 
But to one who has studied the 
early. days, 
wealth of material’ Norfolk Island 
supplied the opponents of trans- 
portation, and how greatly Marcus 
Clarke was ‘indebted to its black 
period for his terrible novel, these 
same stones, with their gruesome 
legends, are far from depressing. 
At least, one reacts less +o” asso- 
ciations of horror than to those. of 
history. | 

Some Inscriptions 

Several of the inscriptions, par- 

ticularly on vaults .where lie the 


'remains of prison officials, make one. 


think of that cynical reflection of 
Spurgeon’s, on the load some people 
wil] have to lift at the resurrection. 
But one of the shortest discloses a 
relationship foreign to everything 
one gathers from “His Natural 
Life.” It runs:— 

“Beneath this stone are de- 
posited the remains of Michael 
Mansfield, Pte. in HM. Ilth 
Regiment of Infantry, who died 
Sept..5, 1817, from the effects 
of a fall from a horse. This 
stone ‘was erected by Wm. H. 
Thornton, capt. of his company, as 
a smali mark of his regret for a 
good and promising soldier.” 

In. another, just one word spoila 
everything. even if the servitude 
were the happiest possible:— 

_ “William Tandy, late private 

soldier in H.M. 58th Regt., who, 

after many years’ faithful ser- 

Vitude to Major Amey, of the 

same corps, commandant, was 
aceidentally drowned whilst bath- 

ing in Emily Bay, December 81, 

1845, aged’ 28 years.” 

_ And the. memory of such a 
tragedy seemed to cast a cloud over 
the clear, green waters of the little, 
sweetly-named bay. when one dis- 
ported there recently. - 

The following short and 
legend would, we thought, have 
been one that..might have. stirred 
Gray, had he come across it in the 
old English graveyard :— 

“Thomas Salusbury iWright, 
native of Frodringham, York- 
shire, who died February 7, 1843, 

aged 106 years.” 

To-day it recalls the gasp and 
the chuckle which resulted from a 
passage in Cockburn Hood’s “‘A 
Cruise in H.M.S. Fawn.”

ANCIENT ‘PIPES 


PART OF ANCIENT JAPANESE 
re SUPPLY SYSTEM . : 


“oupEst AQUEDUCT ; 


Wooden wild pipes of 240 years 
ald are reported to have been dis- 
covered buried under the street 
crossing of Sudacho and. Ogawama- 
chi, Kanda, states the “Japan Ad- 
vertiser.” These pipes were parts 
of the system laid down by Iyeyasu 
Tokugawa, the first Shogun of the 
Tokugawa dynasty, In the 18th year 
of Tensho Era,. about 340 years ago, | 
in order to conduct drinking .water 
to that part of Yedo. 

While the municipal employees of 

the water supply bureau were ex- 
cavating’a street about the Sudacho 
crossing, they came | arross. some 
hard substances. about 8 feet below 
the surface of the ground. A care- 
ful examination proved that ~ they 
had uncovered a part “of that 
famous wooden . water pipe which 
history narrates. was laid down by 
Tyeyasu’s order. The materials 
used for.the-pipes are all.of Japan- 
ese cypress, and they are all of 
rectangular shape. The larger of 
them measgured .18 feet in ‘length 
and 1.7 feet in height, while one of 
the ends of the pipes was made 
gradually smaller so that it fitted 
jnto-the larger opening of the next 
The purpose of laying down this 
water system by Iyeyasu was to 
lead fresh water from the place 
called -Inokami in the suburbs of 
Tokyo te supply the downtown dis- 
tricts in Kanda, Kyobashi and 
Nihombashi wards. This system 
was called Kanda Josui, 
Kanda drinking water supply, and 
tt is said to have been the first and 
the :oldest aqueduct aystem 
established in Japan. 
The ‘total length of this old aque- 
duct was: approximately 40 miles. 
The main part was constructed of 
stone-made pipes. The wooden 
pipes are thought te have formed 
a branch aqueduct to the main 
system... 


DANCING IN DAY CLOTHES 


Certain London fon restaurants and 
dante clubs are now making some 
concession to what used to be 
known. as the dead months by 
allowing their patrons to dance in 
day clothes.

MORE THAN A poor OF MILEAGE 


Through the medium of an ¢fficient 
-automeblle engine a single drop of 
gasoline will ro!l-an autemohile weigh- 
ing neatly a ton and a half over more 
than a foot: ef highway. 1 Pigs 

This example cf the marvellous 
power developed inthe modern auto- 
mobile was - figured out by Werner 
Fetz, research engincer, after complet- 
ing a 3,000-mile trip in his Olismobile 
Six landan. 

For the first 1,000 miles of the trip 
Mr. Fetz and a companion allernated 
at the wheel, each driving 100 miles at 
a time, and made stops only for gaso- 
line and one meal. The remainder of 
the trip-was made by Mr. Fotz alone 
but it showed equally outstaniling car 
performance. 

At the conclusion of the trip Mr. 
Fetz's engineering mind was intrigued 
by the performance of to-day’s auto- 
mobiles.and he figured to the drop of 
gasoline how much power was develup- 


}] ed. 


“Car owners talk a good deal about 
the mileage their cers make per galton 


of gasoline.” caid Nr. Fetz. “I doubt, ' 


however, that the majority of them 
realise what. their statements invalve. 
We ma} discuss. the billions of doJlars 
spent during the war, or the hundreds 
of light years a star is away from us, 
‘but’ since we cannot visualise’ “such 
figures they have absolutely no mean- 
ing. 

“Tt is the sime with gasoline mileaze. 


| Take, for example, a car which aver- 


ages 17.8 miles per gallon and see what 
this’ consumption of gasoline actually 
means after we have reduced these 
figures so that we can grasp them more 
easily. 

“Seventeen _ and eight-tenths miles 
represents 98,984 feet, and one gallon 
of gasoline contains 68,602 drops. 
Consequently it requires 0.73 drops of 
easoline to move the automobile one 
foot. 

“Thus we have figures we can grasp, 
understand and visualise. This power- 
ful six-cylinder Oldsmobile required a 
scant three-quarter drop of gasoline to 
mave it one foot along the rood. To 
comprehend the full significance of this 
fact look at the size and weight of the 
car and the engine, the three-quarter 
drop of gasoline and one foot-of the 
read.

at such marvellevs machine perform. 
ance utilising the energy stored up in 
such a Uny speck of gasoline. 

“Literally millions of us are driving 
automobiles every day, yet there are 
few drivers who know little or any- 
thing of the mechanical, electrical o¥ 
chemical actions which take place in 
producing the desired result of loco- 
The modern automobile is 
truly a phenomenon.” 

Commenting upon other performance 

features of this Oldsmobile, Mr. Fetz 
said: 
_ “The handling of the car is easy and 
does not require any unnecessary effort, 
The driver’s energy is conserved and 
with it comes a sense of seeurity which 
is vital on long distant trips. 

“Drivers who have experinced a 
flat front tvre while going at high 
speed know the usual steering difficul- 
ties. During our trip the right front 
tyre went down. Although the car 
was going fast over a hard but rough 
road there wax no noticeable change jn 
the ease of steering. And in apite-of 
this almost stubborn steering steadiness 
the car obeys instantly to the slight- 
est. turn‘of the steering wheel.

TYRE WEAR 
NOTES BY RESEARCH 
oa EXPERT . . 

Interesting data about tyre. wear and 
its causes is. provided by Mr. L, J. 
Llambourn, M.Sa, AInst.P., ATRL 
{Se.), of the Fort Dunlop Research 
Laboratory. 4 

There is.considerable difficulty in ob- 
taining’ definite data ahout tyre wear 
if the research is confined to tyre-ser- 
vice on the road. In comparing one 
tyre with another, speed, the type of 
driving, the type” of car, the kind of 
read surface,the weather, the air tem- 
ptrature,, all vary so.much that it is 
not easy-to get accurate results. 

In order ta wipe out sll these varia- 
bles, a special -machine has_ been de- 
veloped and patented in which condi- 
tlons representative of rough roads, wet 
reads, roads covered with dust, quick 
acceleration, whee! spin, high. tempera- 
ture, can all be reproduced and on- 
trolled. © : : 

The relation between abrasion, or 
wear of tyres, and slip. which, of 
curse, is always taking place when 
tyres are running, can be quite actur- 
ately determined. 

Approximately, the rate of wear in- 
eieases not in direct ratie to the slip, 
but rather as the square of it up to 
velues of about 6-per cent. Above that 
value, the relation is approximately 
linear, 

As showing the aceuraty with which 
the machine and road results can be 
compared, samples of the actual treads 
of tyres were made into test, wheels 
while the -res! tyres were run under 
average conditions and the . rate of 
wear of the tyre, on the road on the 
machine was compared,

June, ran only 6,000 miles, - Another 
test, in which two exactly similar tyres 
were run at the same period on the 
rear Wheels of two cars of the same 
type, showed that the rate of wear on 
the one run on rough roads was twice 
that of the other, run on tarmac. 

Two tyres were again run on the 
rear wheels of a touring car and. 4 
sports car respectively. The tyre on 
the touring car ran for 5,000 miles 
under average conditions, but the other 
tyre was worn to this same extent 
after tunning only 335 miles at‘an

Excessive _toe-in has a very. bad 
effect and it has been-found that a toe: 
in of % of an inch should not be 
exceeded, otherwise the tyre will not 
last its full life. A tyre run with a 
toe-in of 34-inch was nearly worn out 
after 8,700 miles. Another with toe-in 
of 1/16 inch has run 9,000 miles and 
is not yet nearly. worn out. 

Tests made . for wheel slip with a 
motor cycle combination showed that on 
4 cross country run gt normal speeds | 
there was a total slip of only 14% per. 
cent., but on a rough road a short run 
at 62 mph. gave a slip of 4% per 
cent. By fiercely engaging the clutch 
for rapid acceleration a slip of 16 per 
cent. Was obtuined. In a similar “get- 
away,’ Measuring the stip on the first 
33 yards only, it amounted to the very 
high figure of 48 per cent. If the slip 
be doubled, four times the. amount of 
tread rubber willbe worn away.

When a fully- 
equipped, officially certified steck Pre- 
sident Roadster flashed 30,000 miles in 
26,326 consecutive. minutes at an aver- 
age speed of 68.37 miles per hour for 
the entire distance ou the Atlantle City 
Speedway ast year, it established the 
greatest mark for endurance and speed 
in all automobile history. 

“Four Presidents shared in this out- 
standing feat. Each covered the 30,000 
miles in Jess than that - number of 
The President's feat, quot« 
ing the report of the LA.R.A.C, was 
the greatest record “for any dass of 
car for all time.”. 

“Only three atifer standard makes of 
automobiles have a share iri the world 
teeords, the report shows. Facts con- 
cerning them reflect additional credit 
on the President.

1928. That figure represents only. the 
scrap that was sold; vast quantities in 
addition were salvaged and conven 
This 
kind of saving, it is pointed out, is one 
of the important reasons why the Ford 
automobiles may be sold at its low 
rice. 

Next to the sale of coke, the largest 
single item in revenue-producing hy- 
products is.scrap metal. Daily, an 
average of twenty-eight _ freight. cars 
pull’ out of the plants loaded with 
metal shavings and trimmings—about 
S00 tons a doy, 

_ Of that vast volume, fifteen car leads, 
or about 500 tons, represent trim- 
mings from machine shops.- -Ten cars, 
or more than 800 tons, ore filled with 
trimmings | fron sheet metal stamip- 
ings. And three cars, or 125 tons, are 
leaded with drop forge flashings obtain. 
ed from the manuf: veture of such parts 
as the camshaft. 

The 500 tons of trimmings from the 
machine shops are sold to outside imills 
for conve into new steel, The 
rest of- the metal scrap is of ihe type 
worked entirely in open hearth fur- 

and a considerable volume of 
such waste never leaves the Ford plant, 
heing cotiverted to further uses in its 
own open hearth. furnaces. 

‘Some most unusual items find their 
way into the revenue-producing scrap 
heap. There is a carload of blotting 
paper each week, which has served in 
the Triplex shatter-proof glass depart- 
ment in the glass plant as a cushion 
for the glass, but has lost none of its 
value as blotting paper, 

Silver is recovered from the salts 
used in the photographic department; 
diamonds are salvaged from the hard 
cutting tools. And ‘not the Teast, ara 
the left-overs from. the wool upholstery 
cloth department in the Lincoln plant. 
This-waste is sold to an optical firm to 
| be made into polishers | for eye-glasses.

CYCLE REFLECTORS AND 
HYDRAULIC JACKS 
. RELATIVITY 
I notice (writes Professor A. M. Low 
in the English “Motor”) that a writer 
inquires in another journal as to.the 
reason why no one has bothered to 
make cycle reflectors on the principle 
of the cat’s eye, which seema to take 
care of our front wheels by its. skill 


at self-discovery. The cat's eye is in-| 


deed very similarly constructed to the 
red reflector, although not ‘as an ex- 


ample of the type of total. reflection |* 


which we see when looking at the un- 
derside of a glass of water. The 
human eye has not the shapo of lens 
which produces this particular-degree 
of. reflection of light falling upon it, 
but it is an extraordinary collection of 
physiohgical peculiarities and bad 
optics. Even the jenses with which it 
is fitted are seldom accurate, and their 
faults are correeted -by our minds or 
by the connecting links to the eye. 

I suppose most people appreciate 


that dimty illuminated objects can be |- 


seen best in a rom that is almost dark 
by observing them indirectly. Look 
straight at the clock in a dim light and 
you will find that the blind spot where 
the. nerves join the eye prevents clear 
vision.

PUBLIC RIGHTS 


PEDESTRIANS AND 
MOTORISTS 

The idea of the Society for the. 
Defence of ‘the Public Rights of 
Pedestrians, which is to be started 
shortly, was suggested by a remark 
made by Lord Cecil when moving 
his Motorists Bill in the House of 
Lords. He expressed surprise that 
no orgunigation exists to represent 
the point of view of the walker. 
The movement, in which such 
bodies as the Ramblers’ Clubs and 
the Holiday Fellowship are. in- 
terested, does not start out with 
any hostility to the motorists: as 
such. Of course the motorist in 
his capacity as a walking member 
of the public will be protected as 
much as the poor man whose life | 
and pleasure in living are threaten- 
ed by the inconsiderate motor- 
driver. 

There is to bea big ‘meeting in 
London in October at which the 
aims of the Society will be defined. 
The general purpose is to provice 
the pedestrian with machinery for 
putting his case in Parliament and 
elsewhere when encroachments 
are threatened upon his freedom 
and safety. The text, 30 to speak, 
of the movement is the fact that . 
last year 6,127 persons were killed 
and 164487 injured on the roads. 

Resistance will doubtless be. 
offered to such proposals as that of 
the Trafie Commission for allowing ! 
motor-coaches to travel at 35 miles i 
an hour,-and suggestions will be; 
made designed to restore the 
pleasure of country walking by 
restricting char-a-banes and heavy 
motor traffic to specified roads. 
There are many complaints from 

‘the country .of huge char-a-banes 
using narrow Janes, to the incon- 
venience and even the danger otf 
the walker. ad

" IMPRESSION OF ‘Most 
MOTORISTS 


USEFUL HINTS 

The ¢ opinion is almost universally 

held amongst ‘motorists that the 
slower they drive the longer their 
tyres will last... Up to a certain 
point they are right, but the im- 
portant fact —that- a poor 
driver can do more dam- 
age .to lyres -in the first five 
yards of starting and the last 
five yards of pulling -up than -a 
skilful man will do in a hundred 
miles” tout—is very often lost sight 
of. In addition, the driver who 
“uses hishead”-in pulling up after 
u puncture is bound to get better 
results. In this connection it 
should be remembered that every 
yard driven on the rim is equiva]: 
ent to many miles of normal wear, 
and in sone eases will completely 
ruin the cover, _ 
To: realise how excessive wear 
may be avoided. the motorist must 
first understand something of the 
mechanici of tyre design. Assum- 
ing that the owner has followed the 
advice given by his car manufac- 
turers and tyre service. station, and 
has equipped his car with tyres of 
adequate dimensions and has-pump- 
ed them to the correct pres- 
sure, future results depend almost 
entirely on how near to a true 
rolling motion can be imparted to 
the wheels, 

If it were possibleto push or tow 
the car on its journey, and not ap- 
ply power through, the wheels, 
lyres wold last for probably 
50,000 miles or so. but, naturally, 
under these conditions the machine 
would cease to be a motor car, 
Examine, therefore, just how the 
driver should act 3 that he can 
avoid unnecessary wear, and still 
seepsa gool averagespeed, There 
are; broadly speaking, two classes 
of wear. The first is due to legi- 
timate abrasion caused by contact 
with the road, and affecting the 
tread only; and the second -is that 
caused by undue stresses on the 
tyre as awhole, and is of greater 
moment a: both casing and tread 
are involved. Perhaps the best 
way to illustrate the why and 
wherefore of wear is to compare 
the methds and actions of 
a skilful and. a careless 
driver. A good driver, after en- 
gaging first gear. will manipulate 
his. clutch so that he gets a smooth 
and even getaway, and second and 
third ger will follow so 
cleanly that the passengers 
will not feel the — slightest 
jolt, as both engine and trans- 
mission speds have been judg- 
ed to a nicety. This style of get- 
away can be quite rapid, arid yet 
impose a minimum of wear on the 
tyre.. Once under way and the 
fouring speed reached, the throt- 
fle is easél back until the car is 
rolling alorg practically by its own 
momentum, This,. incidentally, 
conserves both tyres and fuel. 

The next matter cf interest is 
the application of the brakes, and 
here a good driver shows his judg- 
ment. by ‘slowing down gradually, 
so that, if necessary the car can be 
brought toa standsti!l by a slight 
wessure of the brake pedal. 

Sitting beside this driver it is 
noticed that. he sweeps the car 
round curves in a graceful fashion, 
without any semblance of a skid 
or roll. This is simply because he 
has slowed down gradually before 
reaching the corner, and then, ac- 
telerating slightly, the var seems 
fo coast around at 2 natural angle.

DRIVING LICENCES 


REFORM . OF LAW 
a _ OVERDUE 


. 


~ PRIVILEGES ¢ OF YOUTH 

At present anybody over 14 years | 
of age can obtain a licence to drive 
a motor-cycle by completing a form 
and paying. s.. The same’ formal- 
ities entitle anybody over 17 years 
of age to drive ‘a car. It is com- 
mon knowledge that a reform of 
motor legislation is long overdue, 


and that the new Government pro-|. 
rposes to undertake 


the. task at 
the earliest opportunity. Mean- 
while the Royal Commission ap- 
pointed in August, 1928, to deni 
with the whole subject, has jut 
issued its recommendations, — and 
two of its conclusions are exciting 
fierce criticism in -many. quarters. 
For it definitely discountenances 
any form of driving test as a con- 


dition | for holding a licence; and 


its suggestions with regard to. me- 
dical tests, though vague, are con- 
sidered by many people to err on 
the timid side. The Commission 
recommends that every -applicant 
for a licence should be compelled 
to sign a personal certificate of his 
physical fitness, and makes rather 
eloudy proposals for enforcing a 
medica] .examination in certain 
casts. . 
For Overseas 


Every driver proceeding over- 


lseas with his car has to pass 4 


driving examination in order to 
obtain a pass which makes him 
free of the Continental roads. No 
statistics are published about 
these tests, to which several thou- 
sanq- licensed British. drivers ‘aub- 
mit themselves annually (they are 
carried out by clerks in the emplay 
of the A.A. and R.A.C.). _ Two of 
the.examiners have told me’ thelr 
personal experience, which ig that 
between them they have rejected 
one man and no women over a long 
term of years; the man passed his 
test successfully twenty-four hours 
after his failure. This might mean 
that only expert drivers proceed 
overseas (thoigh, such is not the 
fact). It probably means that a 
very brief experience, such 8 
every new driver obtains by a 
series of driving lessons, fits a man 
to cope with the ordinary routine 
problems of a driving test... But 
no standardised road test of a ‘prat 
ticable character is likely to 
prove whether a man will act cool- 
ly and prompily and wisely in an 
acute road emergency. I once sa¥ 
one of the best women drivers I 
know throw up her hands and 
scream, letting go of the .wheel, 
when a cyclist lost his head four 
yards from her bonnet. The pro- 
per answer to the proposed driving 
test Is that every novice automa- 
tically undergoes a far more seri- 
‘ous test already, either by paying 
the agent who supplies his car, to 
teach him -the art of driving, or 
by studying under the aegis of 
some experienced friend. 


Medical Tests 


The clamour for medical tests is 
far more pleusible. It is - prob 
able, even perhaps certain, that’ 
licences are now held by a few 
people whose sight and hearing are 
below any acceptable canons.-: It 
is even possible that a few.licensed 
drivers. suffer from some heart or 
other functional trouble which com- 
Pletely..unfits them. fer the road. 
But the only common disqualifica- 
tiens for driving are more subtle, 
and form maiter for test by psy- 
thologists rather than by the gen- 
eral practitioner, who alone can be 
put in charge of such tests without 
vast’ expense. and an absurd 
dislocation of existing medica] ser- 
vices. The worst. disqualifications 
are psychological. The outstanding 
factor in the make-up of a good 
driver is a lightning reaction. -If 
a child darts out of an alley, or a 
motor bus_skids ahead of him, or, 
some driver committs a betise, or 
one of his wheels comes off, or his 
brakes fail, or any of a hundred 
other road emergencies develops in 
a split. second, the good ‘driver. au- 
tomatically does the correct thing 
instantly. The bad driver suffers 
from a time lag in any case, and 
as often as not, takes the wrong 
action when his time lag-has'ex- 
pired.
